809 of tiie Constitution, the President is pleased to direct that the following fur- 
ther amendments shall be made in the rules published wit! the notification of 
filie Government of India in the late Home Department, NV F. 9-19/80-Ests., 
dated the 27th February 1932, namely: —

(a) confirm, modify or reverse the ordor; or 
(ft) direct that a further inquiry be held in the case; ca- 
fe) reduce or enhance the penalty imposed by the order; or 
(d) make such other order in the case as it may deem fit."

"19. The Gonoral Glauses Act, 1897, applies for the interpretation 

these rules as it applies for the interpretation of a Central Act."
